DOWN 200 FEET TO DEATH. 


IE FRIGHTFUL PLUNGE OF A PAS- 
SENGER-TRAIN. 


It Goes Over 4 Precipice Overhanging the 
Deerfield River in Massachusetts—The 
Bodles of Over Half a Score of Victims 
Already Found and Many Fatally In- 
jured — The Wreck Catches Fire — One 
Man Roasted te Death—The Search for 
the Dead. : 
GREENFIELD, Mass., April 7.—| Special. |— 
a terrible accident occurred about seven miles 
west of Greenfield, on the Tunnel Line (Fitch- 
pure Railroad), between Bardwell's Ferry 


gpd West Deerfield touight, before 
6 o'clock. The east-bound passenger- 
train due in Greenfield at 6 o'clock, 


running about twenty miles an hour, consist- 
ing of six cars—bageage, smoker, mail, draw- 
m- room. and two passenger-coaches—ieft 
the track owing to the road-bed being wasbed 
out, and were precipitated down the bank 200 
feet, one of them into the Deerfield River. 
The engine went over on the rails, but all the 
rest of the train, including the tender, went 
down the bank. 

It would be hard to find a worse place for an 
gocident. The track winds along the side of 
te Deerfield River, and it is nearly 200 feet 
tothe river, the bank being almost perpendic- 


dar and covered with huge bowlders. The 


peavy rains bud evidently guliied the tracks. 
The cars were badly smashed, and to add to 
the horrors of the scene three of them almost 
gt once caught fire. 

Those of the passengers who were not burt 
gendered all the aid possible to the. wounded. 
on as possible a train was made up at 
Greenfield, taking out trainmen, physicians, re- 
porters, and those anxious to render aid. When 
un train arrived at the place of the accident 
gree of the cars were found to be badly 
perned. One car was in the river and others 
were badly wrecked on the bank. A part of 
we wounded men were taken to Greenfield and 
apart to Shelburne Falls. 

Toree dead bodies were taken from the 
weck at 11 o'clock, but it is not known who 
they were. 

Besides these two children of H. G. Littlejohn 
are known to be dead, one of them dying in 
the arms of Nicholas Dorgan, a salesman of 
Greenfield, who was badly wounded. The body 


dt the other child was taken from the wreck 


by Sheriff Bryant, who was on the train, but 
was burt but Little. 

Engineer Herbert Littlejohn was badly scald- 
ed. His engine tipped over on one side as it 
left the rails.

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THE PEOPLE’S GAS COMPANY. 


A Satisfactory Showing for the Last Lear 
How Competition Has Been Prevented. 
The People's Gaslight 4 Coke Company, 

which bas gained an unusual amount of news- 

paper notoriety of late, held its stockhoiders’ 
annual meeting Tuesday. The business of the 
meeting was to receive reports, elect officers, 
interchange gongratulations on tbe rapidly- 
improving financial condition of tue company 
and the prospect of a dividend “ next year,.”’ 
and pass au informal vote of thanks to and con- 


agement. Mayor Harrison's veto of the con- 
tract for 1886, published in the morning papers 
of the same date and anticipated by the afore- 
said President several days previously, was the 
cloud, so to speak, in an otherwise blue firma- 
ment; but this. was too trifling a matter to 
merit even passing notice. 

Tuesday, it will be remembered, was the day 
of the annual Aldermanic election. and from 
the intimate relations beretofore existing be- 


tween the big West Side gas monopoly and the 
City Council it was but right and proper that 
the annual elections of both shouid be set for 
the same day end the day observed as a partial 
holiday. The confidence reposed in Mr. Biil- 
ings was indicated by the fact that there were 
only four persons at the annual meeting: 
President A. W. Bilimgs, Director Charles JI. 
Holden, Jobn D. Parker, and Judge Beckwith. 
Mr. Parker is the recalcitrant stockbolder wbo 
has several big lawsuits pending against Mr. 
Billings, and his special business there was 
probably to know why and how the Equitable 
Gas Company had been allowed to get such 
a big finger in the Peopie’s pie. Gen- 
erally speaking, it might be assumed that 
Mr. Parker w there to watch Mr. 
Billings, while Judge Beckwith, as at- 
torney for Billings, was there, of course, to 
watch Mr. Parker. The meeting, however, was 
of a most harmonious character. The first 
point made was that the company had now, as 
it were, hedged the West Side around with an 
inVuinerable wali—a barrier that could not be 
pierced by any rival, however powerful. To 
this end it bad bought up the Illinois Light 
& Power Company, whose plant on Division 
street is the largest in the city. This com- 
pany, it will be remembered, was organized 
and its works erected by Mr. Billings, and the 
whole subsequently turned over to the Peo- 
ple's Company. It was in the matter of this 
transfer, by the way, that the Parker-Billings 
litigation had its origin, The two companies 
have now the same ownership and substau- 
tially the same officers, the only difference 
being that Judge Beckwith is nominally on the 
directorate of the Division street .com- 
pany. As the corporation is run at present 
the Illinois Light & Power Company does the 
bulk of the manulacturing—or over 70 per cent 
—for the joint concern, while the clerical labor 
is managed at the offices of the People's Com- 
pany. In case a rival company should attempt 
to force its way on the West Side the lilinois 
Light & Power Company would fight it to the 
extent of reducing gas to 50 cents a thousand, 
while the People's would calmly view the con- 
test from a disinterested standpoint, and go on 
charging $1.25 or $1.50, as usual. The Illinois 
Company's mains reach nearly as far over the 
West Side as the People's, and could be easily 
extended wherever they might do the pre- 
sumptuous rival an injury. 

But this big New York company—the Equit- 
able—was no ordinary rival. Mr. Billings had 
done his utmost in the first instance to prevent 
it getting a franchise from the City Coun, 
cil, and, failing in that, he had gone- 
it was alleged, to the extreme length of giving 
the Mayor points relative to the corrupt meth- 
ods by which franchises in general, and this 
one in particular, were rallroaded through the 
City Council. The ordinance granting the 
franchise was passed over the Mayor's veto— 
and the franchise, as is pretty well known, was 
sold within twenty-four hours to the syndicate 
of New York capitaliste for $85,000. With a 
rival as strong as this there was but one thing 
to be doue, which was to let it share the profits 
of the West Side gas business—either by a 
pooling arrangement if it got into the old com- 
pany’s territory or by letting it have some of 
the stock to remain outside. The firsi result 
was the purchase by the Equitable Company 
of the stock in the People’s held by the iate 
Commodore Garrison, and now the Equitable 
owns the hulf of the West Side company. and 
from a probable rival has been turned into a 
partner and defender against possible competi- 
tors. 

The financial statements made at the meet- 
ing showed the company to be in a condition 
far more prosperous than ever before. Over 
and above all expenses, including its enormous 
Dill for interest on bonds, the Dbalance-sheet 
showed aclear margin of considerably over 
$100,000. No dividend was declared. but there 
was held out the prospect ofa good one for 
next year. Two or three years ago the com- 
pany could hardly make both ends meet, dut 
up to that time the city’s gas bills had been of 
a comparatively cheeseparing character. 

All the old officers were reélected, and the 
Board of Directors was increased by the addi- 
tion of a representative of the Equitabie Gas 
Company. The board now consists of A. M. 
Billings, C. K. G. Billings, Charles M. Holden, 
John Spry, and the man from New York,”’ 
Col. Fitzhugh. 

The contract for city lighting was not dis- 
cussed at the meeting, the understanding be- 
ing that this could be safely left to the man- 
agement of Mr. Billings.

The Valentine Scrip Case. 

An amended bill was filed yesterday before 
Judge Tuley in the case of Thomas B. Valen- 
tine against the City of Chicago, involving the 
title to Dearborn and the base-bali parks. Vai- 
entine claims that about 1875 the Government 
took from him for public pui poses several 
hundred acres in California, part of it being in 
or near San Francisco and very valuable. To 
compensate bim an act of Congress was passed 
giving bim a certain amount of land scrip, and 
he located three or four acres of it on Dear- 
born park and the base-bail grounds. His wife 
also held some of the scrip and located sixteen 
acres of it on the Lake-Front, south of Mon- 
roe street, including battery hall and the 
Exposition  luilding. In his original 
bill, filed im 1881, Valentine claimed only an 
equitable titie, but in his amended bill, filed 
yesterday, he claims not only the equitable but 
legal title. Since the filing of the bill, he says, 
the Lana Commissioner has decided his claim 
valid and that be is entitied to patents. The 
original bill was filed to prevent the city from 
selling the Lake-Front to the railroads for $800,- 
000, and if the city can prove its title Valen- 
tine's claim of course fails. 


A New Theatre for the West Side. 

The West Side is to have a new theatre as 
soon as men can erect it. The structure will 
be a four-story one, with a frontage of forty- 
six feet on the main street and running back 
to a depth of 250 feet. The basement floor will 
be fitted up as a natatorium, the ground floor 
for stores, and the floors above for offices. The 
stage and auditorium will be in the rear of the 
building, the space to be used tor this pur- 
pose beme 100 feet in width and 150 
in depth. The plans are based on a maximum 
seating capacity of 2,200 and the projectors in- 
tend fitting up the interior in first-class style, 
wita popular (low) prices of admission the 
rule. Ground will be broken about the Ist of 
May, and it is the intention to expend $150,000 
on the lot. the building, and its fixtures. The 
inecorporators are Charles P. H. Dose, William 
C. Fricke, and C. O0. Hansen. For reasons 
best known to these parties they absolutely 
refused to state the exact location for the new 
pbuilding. 3 12

NEEDED RAPID TRANSIT. 


WILL THE NEW NORTH SIDE RAILWAY 
MANAGEMENT SUPPLY IT? 


Supposing the Cable System Were Adopted 
Some Persons Say “ What a Great Con- 
venience It Would Be”—Clark, State, 
and Wells Streets Would Probably Be 
the Trunk Lines, with the Power- 
Station at the Old Clark Street Barns— 
Permission May Be Obtained and the 
Work Commenced in a Month. 


There is a steadily growing demand on the 
North Side, especially above North avenue 
and in Luke View, for more rapid transit to 
the business part of the city. This feeling is 
especially strong in Lake View, where the peo- 
ple think that they have not sufficient fac'li- 
ties. They have been helped somewhat by the 
Chicago & Evanston, which runs through the 
western part of tne town and which has cut 
into. the business of the North Side roads on 
the Lincoln avenue and Clybourn avenue 
lines; but that lands its passengers at the 
union depot on the West Side, and, other things 
being equal, the Lake View people 
would prefer to come down on a 
horse-car line which has its terminus at 
Washington or Lake street. So these people 
have been looking with great eagerness to see 
what the new management of the North Chi- 
cago City Railway would do in the way of giv- 
ing them further facilities. The old manage- 
ment, while good and safe, was rather con- 
servative, and was more apt to be behind pub- 
lic demand than in advance of or even with it. 
So there seems to be a strong and growing 
feeling among many North Side people that 
the North Side Railway under its new manage- 


ment .should introduce at once the 
cable system which has proved so suc- 
cessful on the South Side, and which 


has added so much to the value of real estate 
towards the southern termini of the different 
lines. The North Side hostility to elevated 
railroads is strong. Even were there pone, it 
is difficult to see how the river is to be crossed. 
So there seems to be a concentration of feeling 
in certain districts in favor of the cable sys- 
tem, and it is not unlikely, therefore, that the 
new management will feel itself called on to 
take some action on the subject. 

When the matter comes up for consideration 
it is more than probable, in cage it is decided 
to take affirmative acuon (and it will be hard 
to act otherwise in view of the public pressure) 
that three streets will be selected as the ones 
on which to introduce the cable, These will 
be State, Clark, and Wells, the three great 
North Side trunk lines. The first diff. 
culty to be encountered will be  cross- 
Ing. the river. This, however, can be 
surmounted. It has been the general impres- 
sion that the South Side company did not in- 
clude Archer avenue in its cable system on ac- 
count of the bridge over the Healy slough. 
The real reason is on account of the numerous 
railroad tracks which cross Archer avenue, over 
which a viaduct will be built some day. There- 
fore any money spent in putting a cable into 
te roadway now would be in great part 
sunk, as the cable would have to be carried 
over the viaduct when one is built, necessitat- 
ing a double outiay for the territory it cov- 
ered. Several devices have been invented for 
crossing bridges, and it is the opinion of men 
familiar with the cable system that getting the 
cars over is practicable. The main cable 
could be run close to the abutment, and 
a separate Cable put on the bridge, the 
latter being operated by a drum worked by the 
former, and adjusted 60 as to be cut off when 
necessary. The machinery would be somewhat 
complicated, but would do all that is claimed 
for it. But if the bridges could not be utilized 
the company could run the cars through the 
La Salle street tunnel, which is ample for 
those on all the lines. It would be an easy 


matter to run several cables through it and 
concentrate the cars there coming south and 
start them on their respectives lines going 
north. 

But in view of the complications which may 
arise it is more than probable that the cable, 
when first introduced, would stop at Kinzie 
street. Not so the cars, however, which would 
be hauled over by horses to the present ter- 
mint at Lake, Washington, and Randolph 
streets unless some arrangement can be made 
or some concession obtained from the Council 
by which the cars can circle around, after the 


fashion of the South Side—by which 
they can run down State and 
then run north on Clark, or vice versa. 


Should the North Side Company conclude to 
adopt the cable system, or, for that matter, 
even if it did not, it would be very convenient 
for the public at large and profitable to the 
company if it could secure from the passenger 
railway (which bas obtained rights on Wash- 
ington street) permission to use its tracks so 
as to be able to run from the retail dry-goods 
district near the corner of State and Washing- 
ton to the Northwestern depot, with which 


there is now no direct down-town con- 
nection, the Wells street line stop- 
ping at Randolph. The extension of 


the State, Clark, and Welles street lines a few 
blocks further south, say to Randolpb, Madi- 
‘son, and Washington streets, respectively, 
would be a most desirable move so far as the 
convenience of the public is concerned. It is 
just possibile that amicable arrangements could 
be effected in this direction with the South and 
West Side companies, who control the tracks on 
then streets, where the extension is desired. 
There may at the first glance appear to be in- 
convenience and loss of time in having the 
cable terminus at Kinzie street and of hitching 
on horses for the purpose of pulling the cars 
the sbort distance to Lake and State. These 
difticulties, however, would be apt to disappear 
when the matter is put to a practical test. 

In looking for a place to locate its plant the 
North Side Company would, if it decided ona 
cable system, oatura.ly be apt to select the 
centrally-located property where its old barns 
were situated, which it still owns. It bas there 
nearly balf a block, extending from Ela street 
almost to Maple, with abundant room for alli 
the macbinery that it could possibly need. 
In case of tbe selection of this site, 
the main cable would run on Clark 
street, and connections would be made with the 
Stace and Weils street lines by means of ca- 
bles on Division street. The Division street 
cable after passing Wells could also, if neces- 
sary, be extended aloug Division street so as 
to give power to cars running on Sedgwick, 
anc also, in the future, to cars on Clybourn 
avenue. The plant would then be a miie from 
Kinzie street, the southern terminus, and about 
two miles, measuring on the slant of Clark 
street, to Fullerton avenue. It is doubtful 
whether it could, under all the circumstances, 
buy a better piece of proverty for the purpose 
than it already owns. 

The extension of the cable system to the 
North Side would naturally shorten greatly the 
time spent in getting from the southern part 
of Lake View tothe centre of the city, and 
would consequently add greatly tothe value 
of real estate there. It is understood that 
some far-sighted people, conjecturing that the 
new management might or ought to introduce 
swift transit, bave already begun making ex- 
tensive purchases in that section with a view 
of protiting by the rise in prices which they 
know must come sooner or later. 

If the new management decides to go into 

the cable line it will probably do it at once in 
order to utilize the working season of 1886. 
Therefore application will bave to be made to 
the Council at an early day for permission to 
use the new motor. Probably that body will 
bé in working order a week from Monday 
night, and it would not be at all surprising if, 
very soon thereafter, an application were to 
to be made by the North Side company for 
permission to do what bas been done so suc- 
cessfully on the other side of the river. 
It cost the South Side company $100,000 a 
mile to put down its road. The men, however, 
were new to the work, and material is some 
what cheaper now. Soitis believed that the 
road would cost now irom $80,000 to $85,000 a 
mile. As it will be necessary to construct one 
mile on State street, three and a half on Clark, 
and two on Wells, the outlay for tracks would 
be in the neighborbood of $500,000.

hundred invitauons had been sent out, and 
fully this number of well-dressed people—all 
of whose names may be found in the Elite 


Directory ’’—assembied to see the show. The 
riding academy, from an interior point of view, 
is a large, square building with whitewasbea 
walls and a brass band on a perch near the 
roof. The accommodation of spectators was 
not taken into account in the construction of 
the building, and consequently the 200 people 


there last night had to *hustie’’ 
In a most unfashionable manner tor 
a tiew of the performance. Wit 


the exception of this trifling drawback the en- 
tertainment was all that could be desired. The 
program was spotted with French remarks, 
like a bill of fare at a $2-a-day hotel, and the 
whole thing was carried through with a truly 
aristocratic disregard of the invited guests and 
the United States language. The perform- 
ances, however, per se were ail and more 
than was expected. They were graceful and 
interesting, and if the whole audience could 
only have seen and understood them it would 
dave thought so too. 

The exhibition opened with an equestNan 
set of quadrilles. The participants, mounted 
on their respective chargers, Were as follows: 
Paul L. Moutonnier and Mrs. Feilder, H. Leeb 
and Miss Ella Fleichman, M. Seifert and Mrs. 
W. A. Dauiels, W. A. Daniele and Miss Seigel. 
The dancers cantered out on the tanbark about 
8:30 and began with a promenade gallop. 
Then, under the direction’ of the mas- 
ter of ceremonies, C. F. Meulier, the 
double equestrian quartet went through 
all the simple figures of a plain 
quudrilie, or, ut least, as many as the horses 
and their riders could con y master. The 
ladies’ chain ’’ and even grand chain ”’ 
were accomplished without much effort, but 
the ladies to the centre. “gentlemen to the 
centre,” and “change partner“ figures were a 
risky though successful experiment The whole 
thing Was pleasing and graceiai, but the horses 
were evidently giad to have it over.

Next came a tandem race, with H. Leeb, F. 
Sontag, W. Henke, and Paul L. Montonnier as 
the riders. The riders were dressed in 
jockey costume of variegated type, and the 
fact that Mr. Montonnier wore a green 
jacket—which, with his ligbt-brown beard and 
vhestnut horse, was just borrid—nearly threw 
a young woman in the gallery into convul- 
sions.

A MANIAC’S CUNNING RUSE, 


Obtaining Permission from His Keeper to 
Procure a Shave He Bolts from the Bar- 
ber's Shop and Escapes. 

Last Monday P. J. Blake escaped from the 
insane asylum at Kankakee, where he had 
been confined. The asylum officials tele- 
graphed his description to the Chicago police, 


requesting that a lookout for him be main- 
tained. Tuesday afternoon he was captured 


in the West Madison street district 
and locked up at the station untii 
some one from the asylum should 


call for him, a dispatch having been sent noti- 
fying the institution that he was in custody. 
Yesterday morning M. M. Croker, an asylum 
attendant, called at the West Madison Street 
Station and Blake was turned over to him. 
The patient appeared to be quite rational, 
and persuaded his keeper to allow him to 
get shaved before they returned to Kankakee.

SLAIN BY A REBEL TRICK. 


THE ARMY-INCREASE BILLS KILLED 
IN THE SENATE. 


Before Reaching a Vote on the Matter the 
Senators Talked on Every Subject, from 
the Labor Troubles to the “Late Un- 
pleasantness ’’—Confederate Amendments 
Conspire to Swamp All the Proposed 
Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—Mr. 
Hawley took the floor in the Senate today on 


the Army bill, and spoke in its support. Said 
he: 0 


It it were understood that the military arm is 
Powerless the bad elements would at once come 
to the front. Riot, theft, arson, and murder wouid 
break loose. In making this remark I have no 
reference to the great mass of the people, where- 
ever found or however organized—whether Knights 
of Labor or anything else. Look at the instance 
in which honest labor met at Trafaigar Square in 
London and in which all the bad elements at once 
came forward and almost paralyzed the 
whole City of London. A few dozen biackguards 
in such a case could do great harm. Look alsw to 
the great draft riots in New York in 1863. [Mr. 
Teller said that was in a case of war. Mr. Hawley 
replied that all riots were a case of war.] As to 
the use of tne militia to put down riots, how would 
the people of Pennsylvania, for exampie, like the 
idea of the New Jersey militia coming into Penn- 
syivania to putdown a riot in the latter State? 
The United States forces would have respect in 
every State. 

Mr. Teller remarked that if we were to have 
a great war like that between France and Ger- 
many it would not be fought by the regular 
army, but by volunteers. He thought Mr. 
Hawiey’s argument went to show that the 
army was to be used as a police force. Mr. 
Teller denied that such was a prover use of the 
army. 

Mr. Hawley with great warmth repelled the 
suggestion which, he said, was implied by the 
remarks of Mr. Teller. He denied with em- 
phasis that he wanted the army used for police 
purposes. The Senator from Colorado, had en- 
deavored to create the impression that be (Mr. 
Hawley) would use the Federal army to inter- 
tere with the will of the people. He emphati- 
cally denied that he had said anything 


of the kind. He was not, however, 
such a coward, oe said, as to refuse to 
guy to any man in the United States, whoever 
he might be, that be was to obey the laws of 
the Republic, and that he would disobey them 
at the risk of his life. The Senate of the 
United States was one place in which a man 
ought to speak in the light of his duty to the 
Constitution and the laws of his country. He 
had from time to time thought it would be 
merciful and would be good for the people, who 
were suffering, to employ,them as Mr. Powder- 
ly, with the Knights of Labor, would employ 
them, in accordance with the constitation of 
the Knights of Labor, in putting down some 
thieves and scoundrels that were blaspheming 
the name of labor. Mr. Hawiey considered 
Mr. Powderly a man of more conservatism and 
standing in this country than some men on the 
floor of the Senate. 

Mr. Teller disciaimed any intention of saying 
anything unt air or anything personal toward 
Mr. Hawley. 

Mr. Van Wyck, referring to Mr. Hawley's re- 
mark about the Knights of Labor, asked if 
they had petitioned for an increase of the 
army. The arguments for the increase of the 
army Mr. Van Wyck thought rather singular. 
Some Senators said it was wanted because of 
the Indians, and some because of the Commu- 
nists. The Senator from Connecticut (Mr. Haw- 
ley) had said that he wanted the army to sup- 
port the civil law and the Constitution. Mr. Van 
Wyck said the secret of the whole matter 
was to be found in the idea of using the army 
again as a great police power, as it had been 
used as a police power to keep the slave in 
slavery. Jay Gould and his confederates, 
and Vanderbilt and his confederates, had 
been allowed to steal millions, just as men, 
under the old interpretation of the Constitu- 
tuon, had been allowed to steal from the black 
man his birthright. **‘You have raised,“ said 
Mr. Van Wyck, another class of siavebolders 
just as unrelenting, and determined, and 
steeled against the instincts of humanity as 
the old slaveholders were, and I think a little 
more so.“ The Knights of Labor. he con- 
tinued, had no sympatby with the Commune. 

Mr. Logan—The bill has been introduced here 
four times already at different sessions of the 
Senate; and it is therefore beneath any man to say 
that it is brought here because of Gould or Vander- 
bilt. It is so low a cry of demagogism that no map 
ought to stoop to it. 

Mr. Van Wyck—Is that all? [Laughter.] 

Mr. Logan— That is all. 

Mr. Van Wyck said this was the old argu- 
ment. He remembered that in the old days 
in the House of Representatives it was not the 
gentiemen of the South alone that had stig- 
matized men as demagogs. Certain gen- 
tlemen from the North bad also in their days 
stigmatized men as demagogs. Mr. Van 
Wyck, referring to degisions of the Supreme 
Court upholdwne the Fugitive Slave law, said 
that court decided cases according to the 
wishes of the omnipotent powers of the times; 
and as corporations were now the omnipotent 
powers devisions were in their favor. The 
**strikes of labor Mr. Van Wyck regarded as 
like the strike of Anthony Burns when he 
struck for liberty. 

Mr. Hawley, replying to Mr. Van Wyck, said 
it was seldom that the Senator trom Nebraska 
missed an opportunity to make mischief. 
[Lauchter.] He seldom made the mischief, 
but he never failed totry. If there was a dis- 
turbing element, a doubtful question, 
a misapprebension, or a dread auy- 
where, that Senator hovered over it, 
exaggerated it, made himself the prophet aud 
champion of it, and attacked me motives of 
every member of the Senate, That Senator 
might always be trusted to appear at the pre- 
cisely wrong time, seying the precisely unjust 
thing. Mr. Hawley wished the Senator from 
Nebraska had spoken more plainly; and, since 
be had not, Mr. Hawiey would translate bis 
insinuations, and give them the courage that 
the Senator from Nebraska had not given. His 
insinuation had been that Mr, Hawley was au 
enemy of the organized attempt of labor to 
benefit itself; and that he (Mr, Hawley) would 
hold the army of the United States to put 
down labor. Mr. Hawley asked Senators if 
that statement of the matter was not true. 

Mr. Van Wyck—No. 

Mr. Hawley remarked that his associates, 
with the exception of the Senator from Ne- 
braska, conceded that his interpretation was 
correct. The Senator from Nebraska had re- 
ferred to the case of Anthony Burns, who had 
run away from slavery, and the Senator thought 
that case a parallel with the case of the 
strikers. The strikers themselves, however, 
did not say so. Their superserviceabdie friend 
(who was their worst enemy) in tbe United 
States Senate said that for them. The 
strikers, Mr. Hawley said, were Ameri- 
can citizens and voters. They comprehend- 
ed that whatever the people of this coun- 
try wilied, that should become the law. The 
bailot-box was open to them; they had a choice 
ot candidates; the forum, the press, and all 
other methods of agitation known to the Con- 
stitution were open to them. If their cause be 
a just one tpey can compel respect for it. Re- 
garding Mr. Van Wyck's questions about the 
Knights of Labor, Mr. Hawiey would not lie 
about that organization nor anything else, nor 
would he permit himseif to be lied about. He 
said; 

The existing condition of affairs throughout the 
civilized world will result in an enormous advance 
to the great mass of laboring men, Machinery has 
been displacing labor by hand, and many hands 
have been displaced; still the laboring men of the 
United States today can buy more with the product 
ofu days work than they could twenty years ago. 
With all the advantages of progress, however, 
there is cause enough for the enormous uproar and 
disturbance—the trembling of the whole industrial 
eurth. But let us be patient and just to each other. 
Do not be impatient with the agitation or striking 
laborers. Wait. God lives yet. Out of all this 
will come more prosperity for the laboring man, 
and a juster, more peaceable, and more honorable 
relation between labor and capital. This is not to 
be brought about by machine legislation, though 
legisiation may help. When the capitalists shall 
come to recognize the rights of labor by advan- 
cing wages when they should be advanced, and 
when the men are willing to have the wages re- 
duced when the capitalist cannot afford to pay the 
standing wages, then a better relation will come to 
prevail between labor and capital. I would not 
work sixteen hours a day for any man, with halt 
an hour for dinner; I would strike; I would organ- 
ize. But I would not permit the thieves of the City 
of New York to rush out and destroy the property 
from which 1 get my living. If the Sheriff could 
not do anything with them with his posse, I would 
have the Sheriff do what the Sheriff has done be- 
tore in the City of New York—call out the Seventh 
Regiment. 

Mr. Van Wyck remarked that it had been 
said that there was adomestic danger ia this 
country. Had not that danger been met and 
passed? Way increase the reguiar army to 
meet a danger that bad disappeared? Mr. Lo- 


-had not opened this discussion.

| had any connection, direct or indirect, with 
the measure. It wasfor the benefit of the 
people, rich and poor, black and white. Mr. 
Van Wyck, interrupting. said he bad not 
charged that Jay Gould oc any other man had 
anything to do with it. He had merels told 
what the result would be. Mr. Logan 
asked why then was the name used in 
connection witb the argument brought from 
the recent disturbances but to create preju- 
dice against the advocates of the bill. He 
(Logan) had always bad the nerve and hoped 
God bad given him the bonesty to advocate 
what be believed to be right and oppose that 
he thought wrong. He had never lived by 
drinking the soup that fell from the lips of 
demagogs. It there was anything destestable 
in the sight of Honest men, it was the man that 
floated around the world as a demagog, who 
lived upon flattering those who didn't under- 
stand him. 

A vote was then taken upon the motion of 
Senator Hale to strike out Sec. 2 of the bill. 
{This is the section which established the 
tuture army force at 30,000 men.] On this 
motion the yeas were 22 and the nays 22. The 
vote being a tie, Mr. Hale’s motion was lost. 
The Republicans voting for Mr. Hale's motion 
were Messrs. Bowen, Chace, Conger, Hale, 
Ingalls, Plumb, Sherman, Teller, and Van 
Wyck. The Democrats voting against it were 
Messrs. Brown, Gorman, Gray, and Waithail. 
Wivb these exceptions the votes for the motion 
were Democratic and the votes against it Ke- 
publican. 

Mr. Manderson then moved as an amend- 
ment his bill heretofore introduced, and favor- 
ably reported from the Military Committee, 
known as the Three-Battaiion bill.“ and it 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Gibson moved to add an additional sec- 
tion repealing Sec. 1,218 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, which now prohibits any person who 
served the Confederate Government from ap- 
pointment to the army of the United States. 
In speaking in favor of his motion, Mr. Gibson 
said that the statute which prohibited the men 
ho served the Confederacy from being ap 
pointed to the United States army could only 
be regarded as a bar sinister, ana not in bar- 
mony with the spirit which characterized the 
treatment of the Southern people in ovher re- 
spects by the people of the North. 

Mr. Logan thought that it might not be well 
to go too far. He thought that in the eyes of 
the people there were certain persons more 
culpable than others. These were the men 
who had been officers of the army and navy 
before the War and had entered the service of 
the Confederacy. He would suggest an amend- 
ment of Mr. Gibson’s motion 80 as to cover 
that class of people. Mr. Gibson could not ac- 
cept the amendment. 

Mr. Morgan said he would never vote for a 
bill to increase the army while asingle man was 
excluded—unless it were Mr. Jefferson Davis, 
and he mentioned bim because be knew Mr. 
Davis would not accept. That was Mr. Mor- 
gan’s view of the question, and be was sorry 
tnat any occasion bad arisen for its discussion. 

Mr. Cali thought that the time dad came 
when the transactions of the War might be re- 
garded as matters of history. The time had 
come when we might speak a word in defense 
of men who acted in accordance with their 
copecientious convictions, whatever may have 
been the correctness or incorrectness of those 
convictions, and who followed those convic- 
tions even unto death. Mr. Call believed that 
if Gen. Grant and Gen. Lee were living and a 
foreign war arose, Grant would select Lee 
for high command inthe Union army. Who 
would doubt the loyalty of Gen. Lee in a re- 
stored Cnion? 

Mr. Conger ventured to think that the soi- 
diers of the Union who would read this discus- 
sion would begin to wonder whether it was not 
tney that were most in the wrong in the late 
War. Tne boney-and-molasses speeches of to- 
day would indicate that our Southern brethren 
were forced by providential circumstances— 
compelled by an overruling Providence to en- 
ter upon the War. He (Mr. Conger) bad been 
waiting some years for this day tocome. It 
had come a little earlier than be had expected. 
Some Senators did not see that there were 
traitors to their country. Some of them un- 
doubtedly regretted that thare was not now a 
Southern Confederacy with a black marble siab 
of slavery as the keystone of its organiza- 
tion. Those views, however, were not ex- 
pressed in these piping times of peace. The 
time bad not come for that. The time bad not 
come for that exhibition of sentiment or for a 
proposed return to a similar condition of op- 
position to this Government, if there should 
be any cause for withirawing allegiance to it. 
Senators wanted to repeal this little distinction 
between loyalty and treachery. Probably to- 
morrow, or perhaps the day after, for these 
things must not fallow too fast, we should be 
called upon to vote the Confederates thanks 
for their bravery.

A GREAT DAY IN ENGLAND. 


GLADSTONE WILL MAKE HIS HOME- 
| RULE SPEECH TODAY. 


A Feverish Anxiety on the Part of the Brit- 
ish People to Hear His Propositiou—The 
House of Commons to Be Packed Like a 
Sardine-Box—Conflicting Statements as 
to Whether or Not the Liberals Are Har- 
monious—Alleged Outline of the Irish 
Scheme. 

Lonpon, April 8—4 a. m.—[Via Mackay-Ben- 
nett Cable to The Tribune.|—April, that gave 
birth to Bismarck, that saw Washington inau- 
gurated and Lord Beaconsfield die, comes to- 
day as newly-commemorating month, marking 
the scene of this afternoon in the House of 
Commons. The occasion when Mr. Gladstone 
rises to lay the corner-stone of the 
Irish temple of freedom is destined to make 
an bistorical picture as momeutous as the one 
ot Speaker Lenthall opposing tne arrest of the 
five members by Charles I., or of that 
one eof Gen. Monk deciaring himself 
in favor of 11 free Parliament— 
past which, banging in the corridors of the 
House, Mr. Gladstone must go today—or as 
momentous as those better known in America 
representing Lord Chatham dying in the House 
of Peers, and William Pitt movmg the 
repeai of the union. Old parliamentary 
hands assure me that they have not known in 
their generation such public interest in the 
House of Commons as will attach t6 the meet- 
ing today. Hundreds and thousands of the 
populace, it is expected, will be assembled 
around the public approaches of the Parlia- 
ment buildings. Large bodies of police 
are ordered there by Sir Cnarles War- 
ren, the new Commissioner. to be prepared 
against possible trouble. London is greatly 
Tory and opposed to what the masses miscall 
the dismemberment of the Empire. Every 
London paper, daily or weekly, except the 
News, is opposing Mr. Gladstone’s schemes. 
‘A hundred pounds was yesterday free- 
ly offered for one gallery seat out 
side the diplomatic and the Peers’ gallery.

extraordinary pains as to the secrecy of Mr. 
Gladstond’s scheme have been taken by him. 
The official copy of the Home-Rule bill was 
placed in the bands of the official printer only 
yesterday. It is well known that che Prime 
Minister is so anxious to preserve the secret 


of his measure until the moment of its divul- 
gence from his own lips that he has restricted 
the Ministerial issue to.six copies. Of these it 
is velieved that Mr. Morley, Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt, Lord Spencer, Mr. Childers, 
and Lord Granville will receive each 
a copy, the sixth being’ reserved for 
Mr. Parnell. An obligation of secrecy bas been 
imposed on the recipients, who are held in- 
dividually and collectiveiy responsible for the 
safekeeping of the mystery up to the bour 
when its author reveals it. Certain press as- 
sociations c:aim to have obtained a syllabus of 
it, but if used these may safely be considered 
bogus. Of the 670 members there will be, it is 
thought, not more than fifty absent—and 
these principaliy paired—but the seats provid- 
ed in the Chamber fall far below the require- 
ments of the occasion. There are 340 
places on the floor of the House 
only and 100 seats in the mem- 
bers’ side galleries. Any member intending 
to be present may retain his seat by depositing 
his hat upon it, provided it is bis bona-fide 
working bat and nota dummy. Moreover, be 
must not afterward leave the precincts of the 
House and must be actualy in his 
piace during prayers. There is nothing to 
prevent members from making au appearance 
at a very early hour. The doors are to be 
opened at 6 o’clock a. m., and it is known that 
not a few enthusiasts intend bréakfasting and 
lunching at the House and remaining there 
all day to make sure of a seat at the 
proceedings in the evening. Tbouse of the 200 
who fail to obtain places will bave to accept 
such accommodation as they may be able to 
find in the way of sitting room on the gang- 
way stairs, or bave to content themselves with 
standing at the bar or behind tue Speaker's 
chair, or at the doorways leading to the lobbies 
and galleries, Prayers will be said as usual 
at about ten minutes to 4, and public bust 
ness will commence at balf-past, and it is ex- 
pected that Mr. Gladstone will have begun his 
speech by 6 o'clock. Probably the two resigned 
Ministers will then foliow on a question or 
privilege, expiaining their positions. The next 
speaker expected is Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, who, in moving the adjournment of the 
House, will explain tue Whig positon. A ae- 
bate may perhaps now arise, but the opposi- 
tion are agreed not to divide on leave 
to bring in the Dill, but to permit the first 
reading, and to fight afterward. The more 
fightabie Conservatives would, if they had 
their own way, Oppose every stép of the meas- 
ure. but their Liberal confréres would not 
wish to assume an attitude of irreconcilable 
personal hostility toward Mr. Gladstone, and 
they urge plausibly enough that the Ministry 
should at least be permitted to print their bill 
before a distinct resolution condemning it be 
proposed, It is not unlikely that nothing be- 
yond a general conversation may ensue on the 
introduction of the bil today.

Colt’s defeat is not in any sense a 
defeat of the Republican party, as Metcalf is 
also a Republican, but an expression of the 
wi ot the peope for the enforcement of the 
laws against iliegal liquor selling. The Legis- 
lature is as usual largely Republican, but of 
such a complexion that a bill will be 
passed at the May session for en- 
forcing the Probibitory law. The pres 
ent licenses expire Juiy 1. Senator Nelson 
W. Aldrich is sure of a re@lection. The sus- 
cess of the prohibition movement is due to the 
active personal work of the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Ualon and of the Young 
Men’s Probibitory Amendment Clubs, mem- 
bers of which organizations thronged the pol!- 
ing-places and personally urged the voters 
without regard to party to vote approved.“ 
The soldiers and sailors amendment was 
passed by a practically unanimous vote. The 
comparatively small vote cast is due to small 
registration.

SOME SERIOUS CHARGES PREFERRED | 


AGAINST JUDGE DONOHUE. 


The General Assembly Will Take Action in 
the Matter—Two of the Aldermen of the 
Board of 1884 Mysteriously Disappear— 
War Veterans Will Decorate the Tomb 
of Gen. Grant—Other News from Gotham. 


New York, April 7.— [Special. |—-The charges 
of corrupt conduct on which it is proposed to 
try to impeach Judge Charies Donohue in the 
Legisiature will first be submitted to the Com- 
mittee on Grievances of the Bar Association. 
The petitioners allege that Judge Donohue has 
grossly abused bis powers and bas been guilty 
of numerous wrongful and corrupt acts. The 
petitioners will quote instances to show that 
he bas repeatediy issued injunctions restrain- 
ing the police authorities trom arresting per- 
sons detected in committing crime, although 
this bas been beld by the Court of Appeals to 
be wholly illegal. The charges will dwell at some 
length on Judge Donobue’s injunction re- 
straining the police from interfering with the 
book-makers at Jerome Park in June, 1880. 
The object was, it 18 claimed, to protect per- 
sons engaged in the commission of crime, and 
instead of directing a hearing forthwith he 
made the order returnabie four days after the 
races were finished and the object of the gam- 
blers had been attained. Reference wil be 
made, also, to substantially the same state of 
affairs in an injunction granted in February, 
1882, to prevent the police from interfering 
witn book-makers at a walking-match in 
Madison Square Garden. Judge Donohue's 
action interfering with the ehforcement of the 
Sunday laws is also to be included in the 
charges against bim: likewise his injunction 
restraining the police and the Excise Commis- 
sioners from troubling people who were selling 
liquor withoat a license at public balls, in 
saioons adjoining theatres, and in hotels. 

Where Are the Ex-Aldermen ? 

There were a vast number of rumors float- 
ing about today relative to the members of the 
Aldermanic Board of 1884, the most sensational 
of which were the reported flight of Aid. De 
Lacey and Rothman. The former bas cer- 
tainly left the vity, and was variously located 
as being in Philadelpbia, somewbere in Connec- 
t out, and in the county looking for a piace for 
his wifeand family. The latter theory was the 
one most generally accepted, and was 
based on tne belief that the Alder- 
man’s family bad been driven from the city 
because of the persecunons to which they 
had been subtected. Ald. De Lacey didn’t turn 
up today, but District-Attorney Martine didn't 
worry about him, expressing the dellef that 
De Lacey would appear at anytime that he 
was wanted. 

Ex-Ald. Rothman bas been missing for some 
da; s, and Assistant District Attorney Do Lan- 
cey Nicoll this afternoon said he believed the 
current rumor that Rothman bad gone to Ger- 
many to be true. He certainly basn’t been at 
his home or at a number of his usual resorts 
for several days. The position of the inno- 
cent’’ holders of bonds of the Broadway Sur- 
face Rai.rnad Company is at present exceed- 
ingly uncomfortabie. Those who bought bonds 
at 115 would be very glad to soll out. 

District-Attorney Martine says that Ald. 
Waite bas furnished sufficient evidence to con- 
vict all of the bribe-takers and bribe-givers in 
the Broadway franchise matter. 

A dispatch from Albany says: In the Senate 
tonight a bill annulling the charter of the 
Broadway Surface Railroad of New York City 
was passed by an almost unanimous vote, as 
were also bills requiring the consent of abutting 
property-owners before a street railroad can 
be laid in any street, and a bill providing for 
the winding up of the Broadway Surface Rai, 
road Company and other corporations whose 
charter shall be revoked. This action grows 
out of the Broadway Railroad scandal. The 
bills are those prepared by the Hon. Roscoe 
Conkling tor the Senate Railroad Committee, 
which is investigating the Aldermanic bribery 
charges. 

Wil Garland the Tomb of Gen. Grant. 

In the early part of March U. 8. Grant Post, 
No. 327, G. A. R., of Brooklyn, applied for and 
received from the Park Commissioners of New 
York the priviege of decorating Memorial 
Day the tomb of Gen. Grant at Riverside Park. 
Originally it was intended to have only this 
post participate in the services. Gen. Logau

CHANG CHAN CHU’S GRIEVANCE, 


Particulars of the Treatment of the New 
Chinese Minister by the San Francisco Cus- 
toms Officials. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April 7.—[(Special.j— 
The fact that the Chinese Minister has made 
general complaint about the treatment of bis 
succeesor by the customs officers here on his 
arrival from China yesterday invests what at 
first seemed a trivial incident with consid- 
erable importance, The © details of the 
affair are as follows: When bis Excellency 
Chang Chan Chu started down the gang-plank 
of che Gaelic, followed by his gorgeously-at- 
tired suite, the United States Iuspector of 
Customs very quickly informed bim that they 
could not land without showing the proper 
documents, 

“This is outrageous,“ growled Vice-Consul 
Bee. This is the Chinese Minister; let him 
pass. 

“[ can’t do it unless I have something to 
show for so domg.“ replied Surveyor Tinnin. 

The party went back on the ship. The Min- 
ister’s lackey brought forth a passport from 
the Emperor of China directed to President 
Cleveland, setting forth that Chang Chan Chu 
was accredited to this country to confer with 
our Government regarding the present status 
of the Chinese question. The Surveyor po- 
litely informed the astonished Celestials that 
the customs officers must have something to 
show that the party had been properly ad mitted 
to this port. Attaches of the Chinese Consul- 
ate and leading Chinese merchants, who were 
oo the whart, fairly boiled over with indigna- 
tion. The Minister wanted to know 
what he could do to satisty the 
presumptuous United States officials. 
After a long discussion, a certified copy of 
the passport was made and delivered to the 
Surveyor, after which Chang and suite were 
allowed to land. The Ambassador was kept on 
— ship two hours before the trouble was set- 
tled.

AFTER hearing some incendiary speeches 
at a meeting In front of the city-hall a large 
body of East St. Louis strikers yesterday 
marched to the railway yards with the avowed 
determination of making every man on duty 
quit work. Most of the engineers, firemen, 
and freight-bandlers obeyed without opposi- 
tion. Sheriff's deputies with drawn revolv- 
ers were hooted at, pushed aside, and in some 
cases disarmed. Finally a few determined 
men with leveled Winchesters overawed the 
strikers and they withdrew. A reign of 
terror prevails in the city and there are fears 
of a serious collision. Armed men from 
neighboring towns are being collected by the 
railway companies to protect their property; 
and it is believed Gov. Oglesby wilt order 
out militia. 


THE ELECTION AND THE GAS JOB. 

There are several weak-kneed Republicans 
inthe Common Council now who will do 
well to profit by the lesson which the Fif- 
teenth, Eleventh, and Third Ward members 
of their party sought to inculcate Tuesday 
by the defeat of Young, Johnson, and Fol- 
lansbee, It will be exceedingly dangerous, 
for instance, for the Aldermen referred to to 
vote in favor of passing the West Side gas 
ordinance over the Mayor’s veto, or to give 
aid and comfort to any of the boodle Alder- 
men. Their constituents are watching them 
closely. Their votes will be carefully noted 
and recorded. A reference to the vote by 
which the ordinance was passed shows that 
the following holdover Republican Alder- 
men supported it: Simons, Lyke, Weber, 
Schack, Severin, and Linn. At the Council 
meeting Monday night the following voted 
with Hildreth for the postponement of the 
consideration of the veto: Weber, Revere, 
Lyke, Schack, and Eisfeldt. The voters of 
the Seventh, Ninth, Eleventh, Thirteenth, 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, and Seventeenth 
Wards are watching those gentlemen. Let 
them profit by the lesson taught in the case 
af Mr. W. 8. Young. If they want 
to dig their political graves they will 
vote with the boodle Aldermen to pass 
the West Side gas ordinance over 
the Mayor’s veto. In this connection it may 
be remarked that the best plan to pursue in 
reference to this matter would be to postpone 
consideration of it until the new Aldermen 
take their seats. The new Council will be 
largely responsible for the fiscal administra- . 
tion of the city, and it would be clearly un- 
fair to the members to vote away nearly 
$600,000 on the eve of their taking hold, The 
vote will be canvassed today, and the 
result will be officially announced by next 
Tuesday at latest. It may be announced in 
time to give the new Aldermen an opportu- 
nity to qualify by taking the oath of office 
and obtaining their certificate of election 
from the City Clerk so that they may be able 
to take their seats next Monday night. The 
boodle gang will interpose delays and ob- 
structions, but there is a sufficiently aggres- 
sive minority in the present Council to thwart 
their schemes. The interval between’ the 
election and the introduction of the new Al- 
dermen to the Council has heretofore aver- 
aged from six weeks to two months. This 
time was utilized in putting through schemes 
of plunder for the benefit of the boodle Al- 
dermen. No ‘such opportunity presents it- 
self now. ‘Thanks to that admirable statute, 
the new Election law, not only have more 
than half the boodle Aldermen been knocked 
out, but their plans for plunder in the expir- 
ing days of their term have been *‘ knocked 
sky high.” 

THE TRIBUNE will be careful to keep the 
taxpayers fully posted in reference to the 
Aldermanic votes not only on the gas ques- 
tion but on all other matters of importance 
that come before the Council as well. Special 
attention will be given to those Aldermen 
who have shown a disposition to aid the 
boodle gang in the past and to the new men. 


JAY GOULD BADGERING THE STRIK- 
ERS. 

The reply of the Knights of Labor Assem- 
bly at St. Lonis to the taunts of Jay Gould is 
ferocious enough to make even the blood of 
a stock-gambler run a few degrees colder 
than usual. Gould is denounced as an 
eager fiend, who gloats as he grinds the life 
out of his fellow-men, and grimaces and 
dances as they writhe upon his instruments 
of torture,” but it never seems to occur to 
the strikers that they are playing directly 
into the hands of the Wall street juggler, 
and taking the very course he desires them to 
follow. No doubt he chuckled over the furi- 
ous proclamation of the strikers, and at once 
made a mental estimate of its value in de- 
preciating the price of Southwestern railroad 
stocks, whfh he wants knocked down, to 
buy in cheap for a rise. Only a few days ago, 
when the strike was on the point of settle- 
ment, Gould taunted the strikers with weak- 
ness and cowardice, and sought to goad them 
into a renewal of the struggle, and he can 
already rub his hands with glee over the 
prompt success of his nefarious scheme. The 
Knights“ have responded to Gould’s prod- 
ding, and are acting exactly as he desires. 

All that Gould can ask now is that the 
strikers will carry out their threats to dam- 
age the road and not stop until Southwestern 
stocks are pretty thoroughly wrecked, or at 
least depreciated in value 40 or 50 per cent. 
There is no longer doubt that from the time 
Gould’s yacht touched at Key West, Fla., the 
Southwestern strike was used for stock-job- 
bing purposes; but up to the time of the 
‘* Powderly agreement” the fall in Missouri 
Pacific stocks was not sufficient to suit a 
gambler like Gould. ‘The suspicion. that 
Gould was fomenting the entire trouble was 
so strong and general that the stocks of the 
roads affected fell only a few points. Noth- 
ing but a general conviction that Gould was 
using the trouble to further his schemes could 
account for the remarkable steadiness of 
Missouri Pacific stocks in the face of an angry 
and alarming strike. Many stock gamblers 
believed even that Gould hadè inaugurated 
the strike and that Irons was acting 
as his agent, but those who disputed 
this assertion were ready to declare that the 
eager fiend and money monarch,” as the 
Kuights call him, was controlling and manip- 
ulating the trouble with a view to buying up 
low-priced, panic-stricken stocks. Thus the 
market remained remarkably firm, and when 
the Powderly agreement was consummated 
Gould was in a position to mourn a lost op- 
portunity. Then followed tricky dealing 
with the strikers and artful attempts to re- 
new the conflict. The taunts and sneers 
thrown out by Gould had the desired effect; 
the strikers who were on the point of resum- 
ing work were provoked and goaded into a 
second outbreak, and if their threats are car- 
ried out there will be good reason to expect 
a heavy fail in Southwestern railroad stocks. 
The engineers now threaten to refuse to 
work because the tracks and bridges are in 
an unsafe condition, If the strikers persist 
Gould may yet foment in the Southwest a 
struggle that will wreck railroad stocks and 
furnish the opportunity he desires, 


The strikers stigmatize the Wall street 


Mephistopheles in terms .none too severe; 
but why should they become unwittingly his 
tools and be badgered into carrying out his 
purposes? He desires a financial hurricane, 
and now listens with delight to the mutter- 
ings of the storm. Gould’s greatest exploits 
in wrecking railroads and gambling in stocks 
are always performed in times of panic, 
tumult, and disorder one Black Friday” 
is worth more to him than a year of ordinary 
business. The wily schemer has goaded the 
strikers into the execution of his plans and is 
now trying to foment a conflict that may 
spread into other quarters and end no one 
knows where. His success in using the 
striking Knights as tools to renew the 
Southwestern conflict shows.what a danger- 
ous conspirator he is when he undertakes to 
foment disorder, wreck transportation lines, 
and speculate on public calamities. The 
latest dispatches state that Mr. Gould is very 
“happy” over the present situation, and no 
doubt it affords him as much gladness as is 
usually felt by a man in whose breast ava- 
rice has dried up all the ordinary affections 
and sympathies. He has badgered the 
Knights to good purpose, and is disposed to 
worry them further. 


OPERATION OF THE NEW ELECTION 
LAW. 

In reviewing the operation of the new 
Election law Tuesday, one or two special 
points suggest themselves as worthy of note. 
No one could fail to have been struck with 
the manner in which it expedited the elec- 
tion. Under the old law last spring the 
boodle Aldermen followed the Van Pelt ma- 
chine system. Judges were selected, as a 
rule, with reference to their capacity for 
crooked work and disposition to cheat, and 
the precincts were packed with these creat- 
ures, Most of them were whisky soaks and 
toughs of the worst kind, while the only 
qualification of clerks seemed to be ignorance 
and stupidity, as was shown by the disgrace- 
ful manner in which the returns were made 
and the inconceivably stupid mistakes which 
occurred in counting the votes on the matter 
of issuing bonds and the $100,000 police ap- 
propriation. These judges and clerks went 
on duty at 8 a. m. and closed the polis at 7 p. 
m. Then they went off—most of them did— 
to supper and commenced counting at 9 p. 
m., which was prolonged far into the night 
and sometimes into the next day. By mid- 
night the most of them were full of whisky, 
incompetent for their work, and either by ig- 
norance or design were easy victims of the 
crooked workers. The result of the system 
was that no one could feel any reliance in the 
correctness of the returns which were made, 
while poll-books and tally-lists were full of 
errors and even the ballots themselves were 
often in improper shape. There was noth- 
ing of this kind Tuesday. Judges and clerks 
were selected for their intelligence and hon- 
esty, were made officers of the court, and 
were subject to severe penalties for any neg- 
lect or non-performance of duty. Instead of 
packing the polls with election officers from 
one party, the division was equitable, The 
polls closed at 4 o’clock. An hour after- 
wards some of the precincts had been counted 
and the result made known, Many of the 
judges finished up in time to go home to sup- 
per. By sundown the most of the returns 
were at police headquarters, and by 8 o’clock 
most of the precinct votes were tabulated in 
the newspaper offices. Instead of taking 
from twenty-four to thirty-six hours for the 
work of voting and counting, it was done in 
fourteen hours. There was a quiet, orderly 
election in the daytime, and there was no 
after-dark skullduggery. There was no 
tampering with ballots, changing tickets, or 
stealing of ballot-boxes. The General Can- 
vassing Board will accomplish its part of the 
work with equaldispatch. It will commence 
tomorrow, and before another meeting of the 
Council comes round the Aldermen-elect 
will be ready to qualify. There will be no 
organized delay in order that the retiring 
Aldermen may finish up boodle jobs on which 
they have commenced. There will be no 
holding the boxes back for two or three 
months to come that perpetual Aldermen 
may discover some way of manipulating 
themselves back into their seats, 


Ar the last Presidential election, the pre- 
cincts as well as the judges and clerks of 
election in this city were arranged after the 
corrupt methods of Vanpeltism and the elec- 
tion was managed by Jomackinism, as was 
shown in the Eighteenth Ward villany. The 
precincts were made as large as possible, 
sometimes having as many as 1,500 voters 
in Republican wards, so that the entire vote 
could not be polled. ‘The polling-places were 
largely located in saloons and doggeries, in 
filthy allies, or in the rear of filthy tenements, 
adjacent to gambling houses, and in other 
dirty and dangerous places where no man 
with self-respect likes to go. In such local- 
ities as these, with polls stuffed by Van Pelt, 
the crooked workers conducted the election, 
aided by the police, who refused to interfere 
when the sluggers and bummers assaulted 
voters. Had it not been for the Federal 
supervisors the gang and its henchmen would 
have disfranchised a large number of re- 
spectable, honest voters. As it was; both in 
that election and last spring’s the ballot- 
boxes were stuffed with hundreds if not 
thousands of illegal votes. Tuesday the 
precincts were so small that every voter de- 
posited his ballot without a moment’s delay. 
The polling-places were conveniently located, 
and voters did not have to go to doggeries, 
With the exception of some precincts in the 
First Ward, where Whelan’s drunken bum- 
mers displayed violence, everything was 
ofderly and quiet. Even in these precincts 
there would have been no trouble had Har- 
rison’s policemen done their duty. They 
stood idly by and saw ticket-peddlers and 
voters brutally assaulted and never ‘inter- 
posed their authority to prevent it. Were 
any other man than Harrison Mayor their 
stars would be off by this time. With these 
exceptions, however, the election was peacea- 
ble. In the matters of promptness, cor- 
rectness, honesty, comfort, convenience, and 
quiet the new law has thoroughly vindicated 
the wisdom and skill of its authors. It has 
stood the test.

FitzHuGH Lxx's Virginia manifesto is a 
remarkable document to be issued by a Gov- 
ernor officially and under the creat seal of a 
State. He declares that Virginia will not 
recognize any settlement of the State debt 
except in accordance with the terms of the 
Riddleberger bill of 1883, and appeals to 
citizens not to harass the State by presenting 
coupons in payment of taxes. In making this 
appeal he declares that if citizens were to in- 
sist on paying their taxes in coupons the 
State would not receive any money for sev- 
eral years, the Treasury would become bank- 
rupt, and the courts, schools, and charitable 
institutions be closed. The truth is that not 


5 per cent of the Virginia taxpayers can use 
coupons in the payment of taxes, since the | 


bonds are in large amounts and the coupons 
can be used only for their face value. If a 
coupon of larger amount than the tax is pre- 
sented no change in money is returned. 
Even under the Supreme Court decision the 
State is bound to accept the coupons only 


Other thing. 


when they represent the exact amount due in 
taxes, and as a matter of fact they can be 
used only by a few corporations and wealthy 
men under heavy taxation. The use of the 
coupons might impair the State revenues to 
some extent, but Fitzhugh Lee’s talk about 
State bankruptcy as a result is nonsense. 


In commenting on another phase of Lee’s 


singular proclamation Senator Mahone says: 

What can be thought of a Governor who ad. 
vises the people to assemble in their usual 
places of meeting and organize to resist the 
laws and to boycott every person who presents 
coupons. for the payment of his taxes? It is 
immaterial what the merits of this law may be. 
It is the law and has been adjudicated and 
passed upon by the bighest tribunal in the 
country. Were I to goto Virginia and advise 
the people to assemble and organize to deteat 
any of the statutes I would be subject to arrest 
and punishment. Yet nere is the Governor of 
the State, whose duty it is to uphold and en- 
force all the laws regardless of what may be 
his individual opinion of them, advising tbe 
peopie to organize for their overtbrow. It is 
certainly a very remarkable spectacle. yet I am 
not surprised that the nephew of his uncle bas 
taken such a position. Indeed, if the oppor 
tunity presents, I have no doubt be Will make 
bimself even more ridiculous than he has done 
in the issuance of this remarkable prociama- 
tion. 

In other words, the Supreme Court of the 
United States has decided that Virginia cou- 
pons may be a legal tender in payment of 
State taxes, but the Governor of the State 
appeals to the people to override this decision 
and deprive it of all effect. Substantially, he 
proposes a State boycott against any man 
who exercises a right secured to him by the 
ruling of the highest court in the land. Evi- 
dently the State-sovereignty dogma has a 
good deal of vitality left when a Democratic 
Governor appeals to the people to unite in 
nullifying a decision of the United States 
Supreme Court. It is the privilege of every 
Virginian to pay in coupons or not, as he 
pleases, but it is another matter to organizea 
State ‘boycott against any man who ventures 
to exercise the right to make payment in 


coupons.

Tue friends and supporters of the new 
Election law have ciaimed all along that the 
strongest vindication of its merits would be its 
own enforcement, and that such enforcement 
would show itto be a thoroughly practical 
measure.

WHAT DEMOCRAT WILL SUCCEED THE 
LATE JUDGE BAXTER? 


Ex-Senator Thurman and Ex-Gov. Hoadly 
of Ohio Spoken Of—A Talk with Col. 
Moulton—Jay Gould and the Knights of 
Labor—Gen. Butler Tells About His Bond 
Transactions— Ex-Confederates in Colo- 
rado Offices. 


New Tonk, April 7.—[Special.|—The Bell 
telephone people are congratulating them- 
selves that the recent death of Judge Baxter 
of the United States Circuit Court bas removed 
from them the peril of baving their Government 
lawsuit tried at Columbus before a Judge who 
bad the reputation of being a patent-smasher. 
There is already some specula tion here as to 
who will succeed Judge Baxter. The names 
of ex-Senator Allen G. Thurman and ex-Gov. 
George Hoadly of Ohio are most beard. 
The appointee will be the first Democrat 
who has been given a place among the 
Federal judiciary since the War. I was 
talking today with Col. C. W. Moulton of Ohio, 
brother-in-law of Senator Sherman, about this 
appointment, when he said: I would like to 
see either Hoadly or Thurman on the Federal 
bench —Thurman first, by all means, but Hoad- 
ly if Thurman will not accept. As a partisan, 
I might wish that none put Republicans should 
hold any office of public trust, but as a lawyer 
I think the United States courts would be bene- 
fited by the infusion ot a little Democratic 
blood.“ Col. Moulton is practicing law in New 
York. He is astoutly-built man of 50, witha 
squatty figure, good-natured face, and a con- 
stant flow of language. He has quite an ex- 
tensive practice, which was cultivated through 
his knowledge of the United States Treasury 
Department rulings and affairs, obtained dur- 
ing the period when John Sherman was Secre- 
tary ot the Treasury. At every Nationa! Con- 
vention of the Republican party since 1876 Col. 
Moulton bas been present as the manager of 
the Presidential candidacy and boom of bis 
distinguished brother-in-law. He bas gener 
ally had associated with him Warner M. Bate- 
man of Cincinnati. 

Jay Gould and the Knights of Labor. 

I was in the Windsor Hotei last night when 
Jay Gould came in there fora moment to see 
a business friend. It was at an hour when the 
corridors were almost deserted, the guests be- 
ing at dinner and the bulls and bears not bav- 
ing arrived for the night. I got an opportunity 
to observe bim closely. The little man of 
many millions is perceptibly aging. His hair 
is black still to the casual giance, and raven 
black at that, but when you get close to bim it 
is found to be threaded witn gray. The crows’ 
feet are coming. Yet he is only 50 years 
old next montb. The last three weexs bave 
been an age to Gould. One of his acquaint- 
ances said to me as be stood within our bear- 
ing almost: Mr. Gould has studied this 
question of strikes and labor organizations 
much more closely than the public would be- 
lie te. He studies everything from the stand- 
point of figures and facts. His metbods 
are those of certainty. Months ago he 
bad an examination made of the membership 
of the Knights of Labor, its plans, its leader- 
ship, and its power. No man bas estimated 
them closer. It is his belief that the leaders 
ot the order will be incapable of controlling 
the membership if it attains any greater em- 
inence without a check. He believes that the 
element represented in Martin Irons has 
already secured the sympathy of the majority 
of the member and that a check is an absolute 
necessity to society, which be is in position to 
give and must give in order to seoure his own 
property from destruction.” 

Ben Butler's Bond Deals. ’ 

Gen. B. F. Butler came over from Washing- 
ton today, where be was engaged in looking 
over his Military Home accounts to prepare 
the letter he sent to Speaker Carlisle. I saw 
the General this evening. He was with Gen. 
Roger A. Pryor, who consults him a good deal 
on law points. I asked him about the ac 
counts and he said: The whole trouble came 
about through ignorance and maiice. It has 
been a severe task to go through all the papers 
and vouchers and ascertain where the mistakes 
were made by the committee which reported 
to Congress. But when the accounts were 
sifted the mistakes were found to be 80 
palpable that any one could understand 
them. They were in two or three 
big lumps. The difference grew out of the fact 
that I bad two accounts—a bond account and a 
cash account. Our rece: pts were largely from 
fines and forfeitures from bounty money and 
other payments to soldiers. We used to get 
this money just as it came through the Au- 
ditor’s office. If they were examining the ac- 
counts ot a number of New Engiand regiments 
whose men enlisted to fight and to stay in the 
field till the fight was over we got very little 
fora long time. The forfeitures were few. 
But if the Auditor was examining the accounts 
of Western regiments we somet.mes gota 
great deal of money at once. These were regi- 
ments whose men would all go home at plant- 
ing time until sometimes only 100 men would 
be left in the field. Once 1 had $1,000,000 paid 
me at onetime. When I had so much money 
more than was needed for current expenses I 
put it into Government bonds so that the Gov- 
ernment might have the use of the money. 
When I wanted money again I sold the bonds. 
Thus I bad a regular bond account. 


When the Treasury offered to pay a premium’ 


on 620s to change them into 4s 
I was instructed by resolution to sell the Treas- 
ury $225,000 in bonds. 1 did sell some $216,000 
and turned inte my cash account some $335,000 
in Treasury checks. The people who made the 
reports on my accounts thought I could not 
have sold any bonds to the Treasury, and never 
examined into the facts to find out, but jumped 
to the conclusion that my accounts were out 
so much, By failing to credit mewith the 
bonds and charging me with the money ro- 
ceived from the Treasury they made the ac- 
counts unbalanced, whereas they balanced to 
a cent under the proper credits and debits. 
That is all there is to the story.“ 
Ex-Confederates in Colorado Offices. 

Jobn Arkins of the Rocky Mountain News of 
Denver, Colo., who is in the city, bas been in 
Washington with a delegation of Colorado 
Democrats tu talk over appointments in that 
State with the President. The other men were 
ex-Gov. Grant, the only Democrat ever elected 
Governor of Colorado; ex-Representative 
Tnomas Patterson; and Denis Sullivan, a 
large jandowner. They had their conference 
with the President Thursday. According to Mr. 
Arkins’ report, it must have been one of the 
racy and exciting events of Presidential life. 
Mr. Arkins eaid: Tue State has been filied 
up with ex-Confederates from other States. 
Every Federal appoietment so far bas been of 
boys from Southern States. The District At- 
torney is a stripling from Texas only 30 years 
old, who never tried a casein dis life. His 
name is Hobson. He came there some time 
ago and got after the newiy- appointed Demo- 
cratic Postmaster, Mr. Speer. Hobson went to 
work to get Speer indicted for fraudulent land 
entries. There never was a more willful per- 
secution of a man in the world. Neither Hob- 
son nor Speer is confirmed. Now Hobson is 
trying to get Speer suspended, and Demo- 
crats in Colorado are protesting. “agaiust 
an old and honorable citizen being 
treated in that manner. The President 
would not say what he would do. 
Vilas promised to stand by us, but that does 
not count for much. The Cabinet is dead. 
The one whose case really took us to Washing- 
ton is the United States Marshal. His name is 
Zephania T. Hill. He is a boy of 27 years 
trom Culpepper Court-House, Va. Denver is a 
great, railroad centre, where we are likely to 
have strikes, railroad troubles, and where it 
needs a man for United States Marshal. This 
chap was appointed through the influence of 
Gov.

Ishall not 
interfere.’ [opened up, and told the Presi- 
dent who bis visitors were; tnat Grant was the 
only Democrat who bad ever carried the State 
for Governor; that Fatterson had twice been 
Representative in Congress; that Sullivan was 
the Democratic étand-by always.

SAM AND HIS SERMONS. 
DISPASSIONATE REVIEW OF BROTHER 
JONES’ CHICAGO UTTERANCES. 


While Preserving the Freshness and Origi- 
nality of His Teachings, He Should Curb 
His, Tongue and Chasten His Utterances 
—If He Doesn't Talk Slang, What Is It? 
—Rhythmical Marginal Notes on a Few 
Passages in the Rink Sermons. 


CuHIcAGo, April 6.—| Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Your editorial on The Two Sams.“ in this 
morning's TRIBUNE, presented a particularly 
fair, impartial, and discriminating criticism of 
those revivalists. 

Respecting Mr. Jones there is a great diver- 
sity of opinion among all classes of hearers 
and readers of his sermone, and I regret to 
find that, while some are ardent and uncom- 
promising eulogists, too many go to the oppo- 
sit extreme, even among church-going and 
God-serving people, and insist that he isa 
„ pulpit charlatan or ranting mountebank.”’ 
It is in his power to correct this erroneous im- 
pression if be is as willing as he claims to be to 
accept and profit by earnest and wel meant 
criticism. His true friends ardently desire it. 

What is needed is a curb to his tongue. Not 
that he should check the apt illustrations or 
direct and vigorous style of his attack upon 
sin and fashionable folly, but while indulging 
in the freshness and originality which lend the 
chief charm to his teachings he certainly 
should endeavor to chasten bis utterances so 
as to avoid occasional absura and self-con- 
tradiotory extravagances, intemperate tirades, 
and above ail the wearying frequency of his 
references to himself and family, and the in- 
jection into his sermons of course slang ana 
absolute vulgarity. True, he insists that he 
has a putent on bis style, but that patent 
needs amending in the particulars named, and 
even the masses, whom he especially desires to 
reach, are not so unlettered or devoid of 
good sense as to be unable to detect the unfit- 
ness of barroom languuge—more offensive 
even than tobacco-juice—in the mouth of A 
preacher. 

The most singular feature of these detegts in 
Mr. Jones’ sermonizing is his emphatic and 
indignant denial that be ever uses slang, even 
offering a premium for a single word of that 
character detected in his sermons. Although 
exception may be justly taken to his repeated 
announcements that all should be free and 
easy in church,“ ve come to the house of 
God to enjoy ourselves; if you'd rather laugh 
than cry, take your choice,” I nave bad more 
fun this in a sermon) in Chicago since I have 
been here these lew days than I had in twenty- 
four years before,“ etc.,what can be said of such 
utterances as the following, taken at random 
trom verbatim reports of his sermons now be- 
fore me: For every slang word of mine that 
you pick out I will give you 85. **Those who 
don’t pray before they come we don’t want; you 
can stay away, and growl, and bark as much 
as you please.” Lou great, big, old, relig- 
ious carcass, you!” “You old hog, you!“ 
* You old hound, you!’’ Tou pusilianimous 
skunk!” “You pusillanimous wretch!” 1 
Will bet if you take a hog,”’ ete, ‘**Think of a 
big, long-whiskered imp of the Devil taking 
after a ball.“ The most corrupt thing this 
side of Hell today is base-btall.’’ They are 
welcome to all they can get out of this vhick- 
en. Tou infernal scoundrel!“ Put the 
whole shebang together in Hell“ ete. Surely, 
Mr. Jones ought to be able to perceive that ali 
this, and a great deal more of like character, 
ought not to be tolerated even on the political 
rostrum, where the speaker is expected to give 
his opponents, in Mr. Jones’ words, ** blazes,” 
end should never be permitted to mar the 
sanctity of the pulpit. A little care would 
avoid it all without depriving Mr. Jones of the 
piquancy and vigor of bis style. In a buredu- 
drawer at my botel I find his sermons, with 
marginal notes of a reader in epigram form, 
illustrating the views here presented. Here 
they are: 

COMPLIMENTS TO THE CLERGY ASSISTING. 
These pastors behind me—your sleepy divines— 

Whose amens as chorus | crave, 

With gumption may learn from my tricks and de- 
signs

Demanding of the Board of Live-Stock 
Commissioners Pay for Sick Horses Killed 
by the State Veterinarian, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 7.—An important 
matter involving a considerable sum of money 
is brought to the attenuou of the State Board 
of Live-Stock Commissioners by F. H. Collier 
of Chicago, who today presented claims to the 
board for a number of horses killed by the 
State Veterinarian, by order of the board, on 
account of infection with gianders. The pol- 
icy of the Commissioners has been to refuse to 
pay anything to the owners of the slaughtered 
stock for the sacrifice of their animais. Mr. 
Collier claims that the law provides for remu- 
neratien in the same manner in which diseased 
cattle are paid for when killed by the State on 
account of pleuro-pneumonia. The success- 
ful termination of his appeal to the board 
would establish a precedent which would put 
many thousands ot dollars into the pockets of 
horse-owners who bave been summarily de- 
prived of their horses without return for their 
value. 

The Committee on Program for the third 
annual meeting of the Illinois State Committee 
of Highway Commissioners have reported the 
program for the meeting. The correspondence 
received daily at the office of the Secretary of 
the State Board of Agriculture from the Com- 
missioners of Highways residing in all portions 
of the State indicates a very general interest 
in the meeting and that the attendance will be 
large.

A Business Quarrel Between Two Louisville 
Hebrews Euds in a Tragedy. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 7.—{Special. |—Last 
night at 9 o'clock, in front ef the Farmers’

Franck, a clothing dealer, shot and fatally 
wounded Moses Werdinger, a broker in hides 
and tallow. The men had been quarreling 
over the country trade that comes to the house 
and agreed to fight last night, but when 
Franck attempted to draw a revolver Wer- 
dinger weakened and declined to continue the 
difficulty, Today his friends twitted him for 
this cowardice, and tonight, to re@stablish bis 
claim to sublime courage, he accosted 
Franck in street. Blows followed, 
and Werdinger was fighting gamely when 
Franck placed a revolver against the pit of his 
stomach and pulled the trigger. Werdinger 
gave a shriek of pain and, breaking away from 
his antagonist, ran to the door of the hotel, 
where he fell into the arms of a friend. At 10 
o'clock tonight Werdinger was dying at St. 
Joseph's Infirmary, while his assailant sat be- 
hind the bars of the Clay Street Police Station, 
calmly sucking an orange. Both men are 
prominently known in Jewish circles, and both

THE CITY ENJOINED FROM GRANTING 
THE PRINTING CONTRACT. 


Appellate Court Opinions—A Number of 
Apparently New Claimants to the New- 
berry Estate—-A New Mexican Mining 
Company's Troubles—A Futile “ Baby 
Act“ Plea—Items—The Record. 


A bill was filed yesterday in the Superior Court 
by Cameron, Amberg & Co. against Mayor Har- 
rison, Controller Gurney, and the City of Chi- 
cago to prevent them letting the contract for print- 
ing the annual reports of the different departments 
to the John B. Jeffery Printing Company. The 
complainants charge that the 15th of February 
last the City Controller advertised for proposals 
for printing the annual reports, and in response 
they sent ina bid of $2.62 a page. or $2,096 tor the 
whole contract, accompanied by a certified check. 
George K. Hazlitt & Co made a bid of from $2.74 
to $3.43 a page, or $2,411 for the same work; and 
the John B. Jeffery Company one of $2.53 to $3.40 
a page, or $2,576 for the whole. Complainants 
being the lowest bidders applied for the work, and 
offered to sign the necessary contract and bond, 
but the Mayor and Controller say they are intend- 
ing to ard the contract to Jeffery, on the ground 
that the Common Council haa ordered them to do 
so. The complainants charge that, even if this 
request or order was made, it is vold, that the city 
charter requires all bids tobe let to the lowest 
bidder, and they asked for an injunetion to pre- 
vent the awarding of the contract to their com- 
petitors. It was granted by Judge Shepard under 
& bond for $1,000. 


Appellate Court Opinions. 

The Appellate Court met yesterday morning and 
delivered opinions in six cases, after which they 
resumed the call of their calendar. 

In the case of Barnett Graff against Jacob Kahn 
the question was raised whether a surety, when 
sued alone on a joint and several undertaking, 


could set off against the plaintiff aclaim due from 
the plaintiff to his principal without showing that 
the claim bad been assigned to him by the princi- 
pal. Judge Moran held it was clear that where a 
surety on a note, bond, or other obligation was 
sued alone he could plead as a set-off a demand 
due to his principal only where he showed that the 
demand had been assigned to him, or that he made 
the set-off with the concurrence and consent of his 
principal. The judgment would be reversed and 
the case remanded. 

In the case of the Hoffman & Billings Manufact- 
uring Company against the Haxten Steam Heater 
Company the Appellate Court held that an appeal 
would not lie by the complainants from an order 
dismissing the bill as to one of several defendants. 
The order was not final, and a case could not be 
pending partiy in the Circuit Court and partly in 
— ene Court at the same time. Appeal dis- 
missed, 


The Newberry Estate. 

A large number of auswers were filed yesterday 
by the various heirs in the case of Blatchford and 
Bradley, trustees, against Louisa C. Candee and 
Others. Among them were the answers of Henry 
W. Newberry and Louisa C. Candee, children of 
Henry Newberry, who are each entitled to an 
eighth of the Walter L. Newberry estate; Fan- 
nie IL. Edgerton, niece, and Walter C. 
Newberry, nephew of the testator, also 
each entitled to an eighth; Ella P., granddaughter, 
and Walter F., grandson of Amasa Newberry, who 
claim one- twenty-tourth each; George E., John B., 
and Minnie P. Newberry, children of George P. 
Newberry, who was son of Elihu, each of whom want 
a one-ninety-sixth interest; and John P., Charles 
P., Mary A., and William k. Newberry, chiidren of 
Henry L. Newberry, and grand children of Elihu, 
brother of the testator. These three children 
claim to be each entitled to 1-112 of the estate. 


An Interested Agent. 

A bill was filed in the Circuit Court by the Golden 
City Placer-Mining Company setting forth that in 
December, 1884, it purchased of Elverton R. Chap- 
man, for the sum of $165,000 and $300,000 worth 
of its stock, a “pipe nue near Santa Fé, 
N. M. For the former sum it gave its 
promissory notes to Chapman. The company was 
led to make the purchase by its agent, Jobn D. 


Allan, who, it is alleged, really conducted the ne- 
gOtiations in the interest of Chapman. As a re- 
ward for his services Allan is stated to have 
received from Chapman one of the company’s notes 
for $10,000. When the complainant discovered this 
it rescinded tiie purchase and received again from 
Chapman all that it had paid for the line except 
the note indorsed over to Allan. This note was 
pledged with D. II. Tolman of Chicago as collateral 
security tor the payment of another note for $3,000, 
which Tolman discounted for $2,700. The company 
now wants its $10,000 note back upon payment to 
Tolman of the 2,700. Tolman claims to 
have sold the note to one Harry Heartt. 
The note had been guaranteed by 
W. J. Hawkes, Charles II. Summers, James M. 
Allen, Caleb Clapp, and others. Heartt has sued 
the four guarantors named, und threatens to sue 
the rest. The company prays that the £10,000 note 
may be delivered up to be canceled, and that the 
further prosecution of the suits already begun, as 
well as the institution of other suits against the 
guarantors, may be prevented by injunction. A 
temporary injunction was issued by Judge Moran 
under bond of $3,000. :

The new steam-barge Manhattan that is being 
built at Detroit for the Inter-Ocean Transportation 
Company is rapidly approaching completion.

GEORGIA’S REPUDIATED BONDS, 


Conclusion of the Arguments Before the 
Court of Claims—No Decision Yet Ren- 
dered—Significance of the Case. 
WASHINGTON. D. C., April 6.—|Special.|— 

The arguments in the repudiated Georgia bond 

case were completed before the Court of Claims 

today, Mr. Isham continuing from yesterday 
and Mr. May concluding for the United 

States. The argument for the defend- 

ant, which in this case is the 

Uaited States, controverts that made 

by the claimants that it is responsible for debts 

contracted by the Government carried on 
under the Reconstruction act, and puts the 
liability on the State of Georgia. The decision 
of the court will not be announced for several 
days. A misunderstanding bas arisen in some 
quarters as to the exact principle involved in 
the case just ziven tothe Court of Claims. 

The bonds on account of which suit is now 

brought against the United States were issued 

in 1869, previous to the time when Georgia was 
readmitted into the Union, and the whole 
amount involved is less than a million and 

a halt dollars. After Georgia was readmitted 

she issued other bonds which were at a later 

time repudiated. It is the latter issue of bonds 
tor which the law firm of Isham & Lincoln de- 
lieve the State of Georgia to be responsible, 
and a portion of which to the amount of $100,- 

000 they have at hand ready to present to some 

State, possibly that of Lilinois, so that the 

State may bring suit to recover. This 

suit will be brought before the United 

States Supreme Court. Bonds to the amount 

of $100,000,000 issued by other States and 

afterwards repudiated were issued under such 
different provisions that it is the opinion of 
lawyers they will not be affected by any decis- 
ion on the Georgia bonds. A dispatch from 

Springfield stating that the Governor, Auditor, 

and Attdeney-General of Illinois bave no 

knowledge ot any such intended gift of bonds 
to the State wasto be expected. Messrs. Isham 

& Lincoln have not yet presented them to the 

State officials, and will not do so until they 

have decided whether under the laws of that 

State they may be most successful in the prose- 

cution of the suit. The case will surely be 

brought at no distant day.
